A Common Council Game Bleoked.

The CommonCouncil “ring” has been much
alarmed recently by the movemen's of the
Comptroller of the city and the Commissioners
of the Sinking Fund in relation to tho markets
and other city property. The patronage and
pickings from the markets and the city leascs
have heretofore been controlled by the Alder-
men and Coureilmen inside the ‘“ring,” and
have been their main source of plunder. All
this promises to be stopped by the proposition
of the Compiroller to dispose of the markets,
which have been a cost to the taxpayers and a
dingrace to the city, as well as of all the unpro-
ductive real estate belonging to the Corpora-
tion. The Common Council have, therefore,
endeavored to deprive the Comptroller of the
power to dispose of such property, by ropeal-
ing a resolution adopted by them in 1864,
which authorized that officer to sell at public
auction ferry franchises, wharves, piers and
slips and all improved real estate belonging o
the city, at that time unoccupled and yielding
no revenue. But fortunately for the citizens
the Comptroller does not hold his suthority in
the matter from this resolution, nor from the
Common Council at all, but from the eharter
of the city, the State Legislature, and the
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. There Is,
therefore, no hope for the Common Council.
All they bave to do le to console themaelves
with strong whiskey and strong onths, and to
abuse the Comptroller, the Commissioners of
the Sinking Fund, and the Legislature to
their hearts’ content. In the meantime Conrp-
troller Connolly will probably go on with the
good work he has commenced, and pay no

head to the raviogs of the Councilmaulo

The Commoncement of the Now Era-Now
York the Starting Poing for the Natien.

The fall of the present year will be the com-
mencement of the new era in the history of
New York. The existing ers began at the
epoch of the adoption of the present State con-
stitution, with its blunders, heresies and license,
and has boen marked by a steady incrouse of
misrule year afler year, until the people are
borne down by the weight of debt and laxa-
ticn, and the whole State is given over to an-
archy and corruption. Iiis now aboutto close,
and the greal political reconatrugtion for which
the whole nalion is preparing itself will ap-
propriately and properly find its starting point
in New York.

Tha action of the Conetitutional Convention
now in scssion at Albany will destroy both
the existing political organizations in the State
and lay the foundation of a great reform move-
ment which will be the nucleus of the national
parly, whose province it will be to make Gene-
ral Grant the next President and to finally
dispose of all the old leaders, hacks, aspiranis
and fanatics—secession, copperhead and radi-
cal. Whatever course the Convention may
take the reault will be the same, and it cannot
be averted, There are some men among
the delegates on both gides who will be
anxious to make & good constitution and sub-
mit it to the people for their approval;
but if they succeed ik will be despite
of the partizans in the body, all of whom,
whether democratic or republican, will op-
pose any alteration of the organic law that
will not inure to their own political ad-
vantage. Their work will he repudiated by
both the existing politieal organizations in the
November election, and efforts will be made
by the leaders and their parlisans, either openly
or covertly, to defeat it. Bul it will be sup-
ported by the great mass of the people, and its
suoccess at the polls will of itself he the inau-
guration of the new era and the commence-
ment of the political reconstruotion of the
whole nation. If, on the other hand, the radi-
cal fanatics in the Convention, led by Greeley
and aided by the Brookses and their copper-
head associates, should force upon us a bad
and unacceptable conslitulion, then the people
of the State will unite against them and their
work, and will overthrow themall. There will,
in that event, ba a popular combination upon
candidates nominated, without reference either
to democracy or radicalism ; the parly tickeis
will everywhere be defealed; the constitution
will be rejeoted, and the people will take the
roform of the organic law and the purifieation
of the government into their own hands. In
either case the corrupt, wornout political or-
ganigations will be awept out of existence, and
the foundation laid for the great Girant move-
ment of pext year.

Under these ciroumstances it Is fortunate

that the Siate Constilutional Convention was
authorized by nearly four hundred thousand
voters at the last November election. Thu
charaoter of many of the delegates and the
opening scenes of the seasion have been calcu-
lated to make the people disirust that any good
could result from the Convention. But, as we
have shown, whatever may be ils action, it
cannot fail to be instrumental in secaring a
thorough reconstruction of political parties in
this State next fall, and in olearing the way for
the Presidential campaign. The four hundred
thousand elestors who recorded their votes in
favor of the revision of the organic law wore
in earnest in their desire for reform. In ocon-
junction with thousands of othors who did not
vote on the constitutional queation at all, they
will be found in the next election supporting
the new constitation, if it be a good one, and
voting against it and against the old party
organizations by whom they have been be-
trayed, it it be a bad one.
Nothing is more cortain than that we cannot
continue any longer in our present condition.
Returns reccntly made to the Seoretary of
State and Comptroller, under the law authoriz-
ing the Comvention, show that the loeal
indebtednesa of the cities, towns and counties
in the State will reach nearly ninely milllons.
The State debt is over fifty millions,
and the people of New York there-
fore owe at the present moment about
one hundred and forty million dollars, ex-
clusive of their proportion of the national in-
debtedness—over two thousand five hundred
millions. These figures are startling; and they
become the more alarming when accompanied
by the knowledge that both the nalional and
State governments are in & condiiion bordering
upon anarchy. At Washington the executive
and legialative branehes are in bitler opposi-
tion to each other; both of them weak, blun-
dering and obstinnie, and doing their best to
bring ruin upon us at home and disgrace
abroad. In our own Siale we are
without any responsible government, and
given over to corruption and political
confusion. The vagaries of our politicians are
making matlers worse, by proving the war to
bave been a failure; establishing the fact that
treason, against which we have fought at such
a ruinous cost, is no crime after all, end
familinriging the country with the hatetul word
“repudiation.”” In a word, we are al a crisis
in our history, hoth as a State and as a nation,
and there is no hope for us but in a prompt
and thorough change. The November election
will inangurate the new era in New York, by
sweeping away the old political organizations
and building up a strong party of and from
the people. This will form the nucleus for the
great movement of politieal reconstruction
throughout the Unlon which will confound the
ploia and schemes of all the old party en-
gineers, ralse Grant to the Presidency, and
roslore permancnt pesce and safoty to the
nation.

The Ex-Mayor of Mobile on the Late Riot.

It appears that the ex-Mayor of Mobile has
found it necessary to visit Washington, in order
to protest in presence of President Johnson
fhinst the order of General Pope, who
removed him from office after the fatal riot in
that city. BEx-Mayor Withers contends that he
and the other officials were “misrepresented
entirely,” and that they were not responsible
for the bloodshed and violence which occurred
on that oconsion ; but he does not state that he
abaented himself from the city ata time when
& broach of the peace was imminent—at a mo-
ment when the nmewspapers of the day had
inflamed the publie mind to a degree that free-
dom of apeech waa not likely to be permitted ;
nor does he state that the police—according to
their own testimony furnished to himself the
day aflor (he riot—took no stepa to quell the
distarbance, but, as we read in their communi-

qations, wero hiddem away in various oofee

#aloons and restaurants while the riot was aé
ita height. .

We learn with some eurprise, from Mr
Withers’ reported statement, that the police
were interfered with by the military authori-
tes in their efforts to quell the disturbanee.
The fact is, as we have oblained it from our
own correspondent who was on the spot, and
8 cloud of other witnesses, that the military
did not arrive oh the ground until after the
shooting had almost entirely subsided. What
little effort the police contributed to put down
tho assailants may be best appreciated by their
own statements, above referred to, and the fact
that only one arrest was made out of the four
or five thousand persons present.

People will maturally econclude that there
must be a screw loose somowhers when the
ex-Mayor and ex-Confederate General Withers
comes all the way from Mobile to Washington
to state his case and demand a reversal of
General Pope’s order removing him from an
office to which the generous secession majority
of the people of Mobile, it is said, affixed the
salary of six thousand dollars per annum as &
pension for his servicea in the Confederate
army. It is not likely that General Pope's
discretion in romoving these disturbing ele-
ments will be disputed by tae Executive. On
the contrary, we anticipate thal he will be fully
sustained, as bas becn General Sheridan’s
actior® with reference to the removal of Gov-
ernor Wells, of Louisiana, although for different
causes, by the President and General Grant

Japan a Great Field for Americnn Enterprise.

The departare of the Japanese Commission-
ers and their suite, yesterday, from this city,
for Japan, leads us lo consider the growing In-
tercourse between this country and that, and
the grea$ field for American enterprise which
is opening on the other side of the Pacifie. The
firat Japanese who came here a few years ago,
when, as will be remembered, the smart litile
fellow Tommy was quite a sensation with the
ladies, were an embaasy to make or complete
the trealy between Japan and the United
States. This last party of officials, who left yes.
torday, was a commission for business pur-
poses, though also sent by the Tycoon. They
came to look after funds which had been eent
to this country for the purchase of vessels of
war, and to make purchases for & Japan
vavy. They have succeedod im obtaining
from our government the famous robel ram
Stonewall; which formidable vessel is now
being prepared for sea at the Washington navy
yard, and when ready will be sent to Japan.
Two officers of the Japanese navy, First Lien-
tenant Ogasawara-Kendon, and Second Lien-
tenant Jovata-Haisa-Ku, remain here for the
purpose of going in the Stonewall, when that
vessel is roady for the voyage.

In the present age the great race among
nations Is for the prize of commerce. For the
trade of the Esst, or, in a more specific lorm,
of Easlern Asia, there has been an Intense
rivalry. Great Britain has had, bere!ofore, the
sdvantage, because she had aoguired a
colonial empire in that part of the 1d.
India itsolf has proved very valuable to ber
commerce; but her dominion there gave her
partioular advanlages in other countries of
Asis. The Dutch also, up to a late period,
monopolised a good deal of the trade of the
East. But a great change bas takenm place
within & few yoars, and, we might say, almost
within a fow months. The United States have
nbw entered the race for the commerce of Asin
with a vigor, prestige, and facilities that no
otber nation possesscs. We bave approached
those populous and rich empires of Asia
which a short time ago were sealed against the
rest of the world, not as England and other
Powers have, with cannon, but with the olive
branch of peaco and good will. They have
appreciated this, and we stand to-day better
in the cyes of the Japanese and Chinese than
any other people. They have recently learned,
too, what a mighty power this republic is, and
what a rich and vast country we posseas. This
has a powerful influence over the Asiatie
mind. The Chinese, who have emigrated by
tens of thousands to the Western shores of the
republie, learn a good deal about the country,
and send the information to their countrymen.
The Japanese, a shrewd, inquiring people,
who come here, spread intelligence of America
throughout their country. One of these Com-
missioners, who lelt yeslerday, Matsmoro, was
here before with the embassy. He was sent
again, doubiless, on saccount of his ability
and his knowledge of the English and several
other Ianguages, to investigate matters
here and to make a report of them when
he arrives home, We understand that he is
“full of id>as,” and will communicate them to
his government and countrymen. The firat
Commissioner, Ontomogoro, is a very observ-
ing man also, we understand; but Matsmoro
has bad superior advantages, and is a learned
and keen observer. Should the Tycoon scnd
an ambassador to Washington, which is very
desirable, Matsmoro would make sn excellent
represeniative. It is to be hoped, too, the
Tycoon will send his brother, who is now in
Paris, to the United Siates before be relurns
home. That Prince would be able to compare
the wealth, power, grandeur nnd vastness of
this country with the mere glitler of the small
States of Europe. He would see here the seat
of the greatest empire the world cver knew,
and the centre of the commerce of the world
at no distant day.

Bat for our progress and influence in Esstern
Asia we have not to look to what such impres-
sions may effect or the future may develop.
The facts are before us. The steamship line
between San Franeisco and Japan, and con-
necting with China, has brought that part of
the world inte intimate commercial relations
with us, The frequent and regular intercourse
thus established has created a most extraordi-
nary and favorable impression, We have
news from Japan in tweniy-five to thirty days,
and they publish the news from this country in
the same time, Within a few years, when the
Pacific Railroad shall be completed, we shall
be able to go from New York to Jeddo in
thirty days.  The Japaneso rightly rogard us
na their near neighbors, American ideas are
rapidly pervading the empire. Already the
Tycoon and his officers of the army and navy
are adopting our dress and uniform. Through
their press and other means of communication
they are fast becoming acquainted with our

‘institutions, habits, and the events of the coun-

try. The Tycoon, who is & young man of
about thirty-five years of age, has large and
liberal views. In & fow months the whole
empire will bo opened to foreigners.

When we consider that {n Japan, a rich and

:

people, thore is bardly a vehicle of any kind
on wheels to be found, outside of those wsed
by foreigners, and that they have no machinery
or labor-saving implements, we shall see what
a vast flold there is for American enterprise,
They dig or grab the carth, they carry every-
thing on their shoulders or in their hands, end
they bave no facility of locomotion besides
thelr legs, They want our improvements;
they are looking to us to supply them. Imple-
menis of husbandry, machinery, sawmills, and
steam engines of every description, with a
thousand different articles of use among
us in everyday life may, ere long, find
o market there. Then ihey need railroads
and sleimboats, which we can consiract
better than any other people, The pro-
duotion of tea, it is said by the Japanese here,
could be quadrupled by iatroducing all these
improvements, for they have plenly of cheap
labor. And so, probably, with rice and other
productions. The movement has commenced
and, to use & common sporting phrase, we have
the inside track. If we lake advantage of our
opporiunities we shall open & very extensive
and Incrative commerce with both Japan and
China, and in a short time it will not be neces-
sary to sond specie to pay for the tes and other
things imporied from thera. We may have a
balanee of trade in our favor. We may con-
trol the commerce of these great Asiatic
empires. Such, by the judicious management
of our government and enterprise of our people,
is the proapect of & mighty trade on the other
side of the Pgeific.

Maximilina's Proclnmation

The proclamation published yesterday, if it
shall prove Lo have originated with the ex-Em-
peror Maximilian, will afford the world some
now light as to the character of that Prince. It
should be noted that it came to us, not from
any of our special correspondents, but throungh
the associated press, and in such an indefinite,
oloudy way that we cannot frace it beyond
New Orleans. It is 5 be supposed that the
nows with whiok it is associated left Queréiaro
not later Yhan our special despatch, also pub-
lished yestorday. Indeed, as our special de-
gpatoh came by Galveston, we might fairly
reason that that is the later of the two, and,
therefore, that our correspondent on the spot
should have known of the existence and publi-
cation of this notable document, ifit were ever
published at Querftaro or ever came from
Maximilian. Yet our correspondent does not
menlion it. He gives the latest authentic news
of the German Prince, mentions his illness with
dysentery, and the exertions on his behalf of
the Princess Salm-Salm, but not a word of the
proclamation. As our correspondent at Lhat
point is & man lo be relied upon, and a lne
from b= 1§ wori: & wilderness of ordinary
press despatches, we must regard his sllinee
a8 an evidenoe against the prociamation.

Its authenticity might also fairly be denied
on internal evidence. There is too much of the
vulgar “last dying speech and confession” in it.
It is iesned a8 & “warning to all ambitions and
incantious princes.”” Would Maximilian so de-
scribe himself? Has he so far sdopted Mexican
views as to put himsell in the category of men
who plunge nations into war through heedless
ambition? And is such a characterization
quite consistent with the words in tbe opening
of the document that he came to Mexico “only
animated with the best faith of insuring the
felicity of all?” In its separate sentences this
proclamation gives itself the lie. It ia too full
of purely Mexican buncombe to have come
from a European pen. No doubt Maximilian's
feelings against Napoleon would quite justify
the extravagant expressions attributed to him.
The doubt is whether Maximilian would have
given them utterance. While it is always poe-
sible that some original paper from the Prince
may have been the basis of this document and
been badly translated or even “doctored” by
the Mexican authorities, we must besitate to
helieve that this document is authentic or that
Maximilian would bave issued it even at the

of the liberal government and as
the price of his life and liberation.

Outoreppings of Purlianism.

We reprint elsewhere to-day two articles
from the Christian Advocale, which exhibit
quite an unchristian spirit in denouncing
bisterly and sweepingly what is stigmatized ns
the “irreligion” of the American secular press.
Stripped of their verbinge the loose stalements
of these articles may be condensed into the
following assertions:—The secular press has be-
come a success; the religions press is a failure;
therefore, na a curious non sequilur, each de-
nomination must have a eecular press of ils
own. The author of these propositions re-
members the signal failure of one attempt to
establish o mewopolitan daily paper on such
principles as he recommends, only to argne
that the failure of a first attempt should not
discourage & second. But he forgets that re-
peated failures in Scotland and England had
already demonstrated the Impracticability of
the scheme which be sdvocates. It is possible
that his motive for reviving the exploded idea
is a project of his own to convert the C(ristian
Advocate into a secular journal, as Tilton has
convorted the Independenj. But we cannot
flatter him with encouragement il such be his
intention; for experience has hitherio decided
against all similar attempts. We should ad-
vise him to continue his efforts to improve the
charncter of his paper, as the organ of one of
the largest and most influential religious de-
nominations.

As to the wholesale denunciations which he
has falminated against the secular press of the
country, we cannot refrain from expressing our
surprise that he has confounded the New York
Henarp with the irreligions periodicals which
he has consigned to his formidable index expur-
gatorius. What journal has given more power-
ful aid to the waning influence of the modern
pulpit than the Hemrarp, by the immense pub-
licity which it gives every Monday morning to
the sermons preached—some of them, perhaps,
to almost empty pews—on the preceding Sab-
bath? The whole country bas learned to look
to the Heravp for the most ample and trust-
worthy reports of the spring anniversaries,
No journal has sdvocated more persistently
the “voluntary principle”—the separation of
Church and State. None has applanded more
heartily the charitable labors of the different
religious donominations to promote the highest
interests of mankind, although our solicitude
to prevent those denominations from being con-
taminated by the corrupting influences that have
injured the Uburches of the Old World prompts
us to watch vigilantly against the perilons and
growing evila which we lately

exponed—the
produgiive eountrr. with (hirly millions of ! demands of mmm:mhnt_h

purse for the support of denominational chari-
ties. What journal has earlier delected and
more boldly expossd the Protean shapes
under which infidelity has songht to dlazuise
ilself in the Uniled Siates? We were the
first to unearth Mormonism, and we have
relentlessly waged war against every ofher
ism in the long catalogue of ungodly isma
which have afflicted the land. The pious
editor of the Christian Advocate- charges us
with *‘reckless disregard for religion in any
form,” because he is manife:tly incapable of
comprehending the truly catholic spirit in
which the Hegarp regards all forms of Chris-
tianily. Where will e find a more unreserved
tribute to the encrgizing and life-giving power
of Christianity than in the welcome recently
extended by the Hemanp to the religlious
assemblics which met in this city in May?
Let one citation suffice :—*In spite of all that
has been and &till is being done to defeat ita
influence and sap ils very foundations, Chris-
tianity has grown, and i now indispulably
the mightiest and most aggressive power in
human affairs, Wherever life, activity, energy,
enterprise most reveal themselves ; wherever
heroism, nobleness, sclf-sacrifice are dominant
characteristics ; wherever real, genuin® pro-
gress is most distinetly visibie, Christianity is
found to be there, and is to be credited with
the result.” Can the Christian Advocale present
a testimony more decided than this?

It 1s Impossible to read the complaints of
the Chrislian Advocale withont suspecting that
ils real regrot is mot so much the alleged
absence of Christianity from the secular press
as the plentiful lack of success on the part of
the so-called religious press. The truth is that
these lamentations are but the outeroppings of
the old and intolerant Puritanism of Mow
England.

The City Licensing Power—Its Transfer te
the Metrapolitan Police Commissioners De=
cinred Unconstitutional.

The Legislature at its last session, by a seo-
tion inserted in the Tax Levy for the city of
New York, transferred all the licensing power
theretofore exercised by the Mayor and Com-
mon Council to the Board of Metropolitan
Police Commissioners, giving to the said Board
the anthority to amend, modify, alter or repeal
the ordinances relating to such licensea. The
Mayor and Common OCouncil resisted the
enforcement of this law, and a case waa agread
upon, without sction, to test its validity. Yes-
terday the Supreme Court, at General Terms,
rendered a unanimous decision in favor of the
municipal suthorities, declaring the section im
question to be null and void, and res
the Police Commissioners from éxeroislng amy
of the powers snd dutles sought to be trans-
ferred to them thereby.

We publish in to-day’s Herarp the 6pinions
of Judges Ingraham and Smith in this smipor-
fanit cage, It will be seen that thelaw is pro-
nouticed in conflict with the constitution om
several points, the main ones being that it vesls
in officers appointed under the authority of the
State the power to discharge duties, make
regulations and pass lawe relating striotly to
the local affairs of the city, and that it dele-
gates to the Board of Metropolitan Police, ored
ated by the Legislature, the power of legisia~
tion. At the same time the Court maintalns
the authority of the Legislature o transfer the
licensing power from the Mayor and Commom
Council to any other local qfficers or boards,
but not to officers appointed under suthority
of the State.

We believe this judgment will meet the
approval of the people. The law thus setaside
was passed in an exceptional manner. It
was not asked for by the citizens; it was not
embodiod in s separate bill, discussed by the
Legislature, and submitted to the criticisme of
the press and the test of the popular wvoice.
In the last hour of the session it was secreily
tacked on to the City Tax Levy, and passed
without the knowledge of any except the few
who were in the secret of the trick. Such legis-
lative legerdemain is dangerous and disreputa~
ble, and is seldom resorted to, except whem
corrupt or objectionable measures are sought
to be forced upon the people. The Metropolie
tan Police Commissioners already have enough
business on their bands; and if they will de-
vote their time and their energies to the pro-
tection of the lives and property of the citizens,
the preservation of the peace and good order
of the eity, the enforcement of the lawa and the
speedy detection and punishment of crime,
they wil} win credit enough and give general
satisfaction.

The statement is made that the Police Com-
missioners intend to carry the case up to the
Court of Appeals, It is to be hoped that they
will do no such thing. The money squandered
in this useless litigation, on both sides, comes
out of the pockets of the taxpayers. No
person cares one straw whether the profits and

the municipal authorities or by the Police
Commiseioners, and it is an outrage that the
people’s money should be squandered in these
unscemly scrambles between the Corporatiom
snd the Commissioners. The points upom
which the present law has beem pronounced
unconstitational are entirely different from
those on which the constitutionality of the sols
creating the Metropolitan Police and the
Metropolitan Fire departments was sustained,
and the Police Commissioners had better apply
themselves diligently to the duties that pro~
perly belong to them snd suffer the case to rest
where It is.
